WASHINGTON, June 6 (Agencies) — The Senate today over- 
rode President Carter's veto of a bill rejecting a fee on imported 
oil. The 68-10 vote completed congressional action on the veto, 
and thereby prohibited Mr. Carter from imposing the fee, which 
would have meant a 1 0-cem-a-gallen tax on petrol. It was the first 
time a Democracric-controiled congress has failed to sustain a 
Democratic president’s veto since President Hariy S. Truman was 
overidden in 1952. Mr. Carter vetoed the bill yesterday, saying 
the fee was needed to help conserve imported petroleum. But two 
hours later and with no debate, the House voted. 335- 34. to 
override ihe ve to. While either cham ber of Congress can sustain a , 
veto, two-third votes in both houses are needed to override one.

Arafat here to visit Shak’a 


AMMAN, June 6 (Agencies) 
— Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat today visited Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Al Shak'a, at the 
Hussein Medical Centre here, the 
Jordan News Agency (JNA)* 
reported. 

Mr. Shak'a, seriously wounded 
in a car bomb attack in bis home 
town on Monday, was operated on 
at the centre after being brought 
here earlier yesterday when his 
doctors said signs of gangrene had 
developed in the wounds of his 
maimed legs. Mr. Shak'a had 
declined an Israeli offer for treat- 
ment in an Israeli hospital. 

JNA said Mr. Arafat, who 


arrived here from Damascus this 
morning, was met at the hospital 
by Interior Minister AJi Bashir, 
the director of public security and 
a number of officials. 

The agency quoted Mr. Arafat 
as saying at the border post of 
Ramtha that his visit to Jordan 
was to enquire after Mr. Shak'a's 
health, but he hoped to be able to 
meet Jordanian officials to review 
current events in the occupied ter- 
ritories. The prime minister, 
Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf. later 
received Mr. Arafat at the gov- 
ernment guest house. 

The two leaders reviewed 
“developments in the Palestinian 
issue and the Israeli authorities' 


repressive measures against the 
Arab citizens of the occupied 
West Bank," JNA said. 

Meanwhile, the condition of the 
Nablus mayor, who lost both his 
legs in the car-bomb attack, was 
very satisfactory, according to 
hospital sources todav. 

The Iraqi ambassador to Jor- 
dan, Mr. Sabah A] Hourani, also 
visited Mr. Shak'a, JNA reported. 

The agency said the ambassador 
told the mayor that Iraqi President 
Saddam Hussein was offering all 
assistance for Mr. Shak’a’s treat- 
ment.

Kahane lauds attacks 
on West Bank leaders 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
June 6 (Agencies) — Rabbi Meir 
Kahane, rebuffed in his appeal to 
be released from , prison, today 
defiantly applauded the bombings 
of Palestinian leaders and said he 
hoped Jews were responsible. 

After Israel's Supreme Court 
upheld his detention on secret 
charges, the American-born 
Rabbi told reporters: “This week 
has been a holiday for me and all 
of Israel. It seems that good and 
talented Jews took revenge for the 
blood of Jews that was spilled in 
Hebron.” 

He. referred to the May 2 
ambush in the Arab town of Heb- 
ron, in which six Israeli settlers 
were killed. 

Rabbi Kahane, jailed since last 
month, leads the extremist 
“Kach” organisation that advo- 
cates expelling Arab from Israel 
and the occupied territories. After 
Monday's coordinated association 
attempts that maimed two West 
Bank mayors, suspicion focused 
on Jewish extremists, but Kach 
denied any connection to the 
sabotage. 

Israeli authorities continued 
their search for the bombers, and 
press reports said the investigators 
were concentrating on Hebron 
and the Jewish suburb of Kiryat 
Arba, where many of the most 
militant Jewish settlers live. 

One newspaper quoted a senior 
security source as saying 
authorities were investigating 
right-wing Israelis with experi- 
ence in intelligence or commando 
operations. 

In Kiryat Arba, the belief that 
Israeli investigators were infil- 
trating the settlement prompted 
residents to post wry signs urging

State Attorney Gabriel Bach, in 
urging that Rabbi Kahane be held 
under administrative detention, 
refused to disclose the charges 
against the Rabbi, but said he 
“planned attacks against Arabs" 
after the Hebron ambush. 

The Supreme Court’s hearing 
on Mr. Kahane's petition for free- 
dom was held behind closed 
doors, but the army radio station 
reported that Judge Yitzhak 
Kahan, in denying the petition, 
said the allegations against the 
Rabbi were so serious that his 
detention could not be ended. 

The detention order is valid for 
six months, but can be appealed 
every three months. 

Rabbi Kahane is the first Jew to 
be jailed under the administrative 
detention law, which is usually 
invoked against Arabs captured 
by Israel. The government says it 
opts for the controversial Jaw in 
extreme cases, where charges are 
too sensitive to be aired in a trial, 
or Israel's security sources would 
be endangered by having to testify 
in court. 

Foreign news reports have said 
that Kahane planned to blow up 
Jerusalem’s Al Aqsa Mosque, one 
of Islam's holiest shrines. 

Rabbi Kahane, who founded 
the militant Jewish Defence Lea-, 
gue in the United States, said the 
charge was “nonsense,” but 
added, “the idea is a very good 
one.” 

The attempts to kill the three 
Palestinian leaders on the 
occupied West Bank meanwhile 
have raised fears in Israel of 
farther bloodshed. 

Moderate Israeli leaders swiftly 
blamed a Jewish underground 
army for the car bomb attacks four 
days ago against Mayor Bassam 
Al Shak’a of Nablus, Mayor 
Karim Khalaf of Ramallah and 
Mayor Ibrahim Tawil of AI Bireh. 
Mr. Shak’a and Mr. Khalaf were 
maimed, -Mr. Tawil escaped. 

Suspicion that an underground 
army was in the making had been 
growing since Jewish extremists 
vowed vengeance over the graves 
of the six Israeli settlers, killed in 
die Hebron ambush. The sus- 
picions were reinforced by sub- 
sequent discovery of an arms 
cache in a Jewish seminary in 
occupied Jerusalem. 

Former chief of staff Haim 
Bar-Lev, the man who could be 
defence minister if Israel’ s Labour 
Party returned to power, said in an 
interview in today's English- 
language Jerusalem Post: “The 
situation is rapidly getting out of 
hand. We are talking about armed 
Jewish underground groups — and 
the arms proved that it’s more 
than just talk."

Begin condemned the car bombs 
but declined to blame them on 
Jewish extremists. His aides kept 
insisting the culprits could have 
been rival Palestinians.

The sources, who asked not to 
be identified, said the final deci- 
sion on issuing the document 
would be made at Venice.

Sources said work on a draft 
Middle East declaration was con- 
tinuing despite President Carter’s 
warning to European allies not to 
undermine the Camp David 
accords between Israel and Egypt 
by supporting Palestinian self- 
determination. 

But Western European dip- 
lomats believe the Camp David 
talks are at an impasse because of 
Israel's settlements policy, and 
that U.S. diplomatic man- 
oeuvrability has been curtailed by 
the Jewish lobby in the upcoming 
presidential elections. 

British newspapers reported 
today the EEC would declare 
publidy for the first time that the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
should be directly involved in 
Middle East peace negotiations. 

The Guardian said Thursday’s 
EEC summit would produce a 
declaration which would “for- 
mally recognise” the PLO. 

In denying the Guardian report, 
one diplomatic source here 
stressed his objection to the word, 
“formally.” Sources said a final 
document would not include for- 
mal recognition of the PLO but 
would call for the right of the 
Palestinians to self-determination 
and their own homeland. 

Sources said EEC foreign 
ministers were preparing a ten- 
tative position paper on the Mid- 
dle East issue but were still receiv- 


ing recommendation from indi- 
vidual members. 

In London, Britain said today 
there was no question of the nine 
EEC countries formally rec- 
ognising the PLO. 

A foreign office spokesman was 
asked to comment on the Guar- 
dian speculation that the Venice 
meeting would issue a special 
declaration on the Arab- Israeli 
dispute in which it would rec- 
ognise the PLO. 

The spokesman said the nine 
had agreed last September that 
the PLO should accept the prin- 
ciple of a negotiated Middle East 
peace settlement. 

Britain had made clear its belief 
that the PLO was an important 
political factor in the Middle East 
and would at some stage have to 
be associated with peace negoti- 
ations, he said. 

“But there is no question of Bri- 
tain or the nine giving formal rec- 
ognition to the PLO in any sense,” 
he added. 

Meanwhile, Danish Foreign 
Minister Kjeld Olesen said today 
that the EEC would not decide on 
the recognition of the PLO at its 
summit meeting in Venice next 
week. 

“Such a move does not lie 
within our brief, nor that of the 
Treaty of Rome. The question of 
recognition of the PLO is a bilat- 
eral one for each nation to decide 
on its own,” he said. 

Earlier he and Danish Prime 
Minister Anker Joergensen had 
talks with Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir who is on a tour of 
Western Europe. 


Resolution 242 was adopted 
immediately after the Middic East 
war of 1967. ft refers to Palestine 
merely as a refugee problem. 

Mr. Olesen expressed surprise 
at a recent statement in Washing- 
ton of French Foreign Minister 
Jean Francois-Poncet to the effect 
that the EEC was contemplating a 
new initiative to supercede the 
stranded Camp David accords.

Afghan rebels amass huge 
force to attack Soviet base 


NEW DELHI, June 6 
(Agencies)— Afghanistan Muslim 
rebels were reported today to 
have massed a huge force in 
mountains as close as 20 
kilometres to Kabul and a 
traveller arriving here said Soviet 
military units were preparing to 
defend the capital. 

A separate report from a Kabul 
source believed reliable con- 
firmed that insurgents had holed 
up in a mountainous area in what 
was described as preparation to 
attack a Soviet base. 

The traveller said Soviet forces 
were now concentrated between 
Charikar town, west of the Afghan 
capital, and the Paghman range. 

“Every day they (Soviet troops) 
search houses for weapons and 
ammunition in villages beyond 
Charikar,” he said. 

He said a Soviet-led offensive 
against rebels in the eastern Kunar 
province bordering Pakistan 
ceased last Wednesday after 22 
days of intense fighting. 

“Every day 15 to 20 helicopter 
gun ships took pan in sorties which 
began in the morning and went on 
until sunset. There were many 
casualties,” the traveller said. 

The helicopter gunships, a 
weapon Afghan rebels fear most, 

K junded the Kunar towns of 
arai Mazar, Devagal, Bader. 
Pache and Shigal. 

The worst damage was is Darai 
Mazar. “We do not know the 
number of casualties, but many of 
the people killed were oridnary 
citizens.” he said. 

Other reliable reports reaching 
here from Afghanistan said 200 
Soviet soldiers, wounded in bat- 
tles, died in Kabul’s military hos- 
pital last month. 

About 600 wounded Soviet 
troops were admitted to the hos- 
pital in May compared with an 
average of 150 in the previous two 
months. 

One traveller said a 400-bed 
hospital in Kabul behind the 
American embassy was being used 
as a transit centre for wounded 
soldiers. “We can see injured 
Soviet soldiers being brought to 


the hospital eveiy day. Later they 
are taken to the Soviet Union," he 
said. 

The traveller said there was 
trouble in nearly all of Afghanis- 
tan’s 28 provinces except Mazar- 
i -Sharif and Fariab bordering the 
Soviet Union. 

In Kandahar, some members of 
the ruling Peoples Democratic 
Party (PDP) working in the gov- 
ernment had been kidnapped and 
killed in the past month. 

Such threats were also becom- 
ing increasingly real in Kabul 
itself. “But officials who are not 
members of the party are safe," he 
said. 

Members of the Khalq (peo- 


ple's ) faction and the Parcham 
(flag) group of the party were also 
fighting each other. 

“The Khalqisare now resenting 
the Soviet forces, but Parcham is 
wbo support (President Babrakl 
Karmai are all for the Soviets. 
There has been tension between 
the two groups,” the traveller said. 

He said secret newsletters were 
now being freely distributed in 
Kabul during daytime, and 
Afghans called them “roznamas” 
(day letters). 

Last Wednesday, he added, the 
clandestine letters called on gov- 
ernment officials to stay away 
from work. But the call was 
ignored.

Qotbzadeh: putting Americas 
hostages on trial is not wise 


TEHRAN, June 6 (R) — Foreign 
Minister Sadeq Qocbzadeh said 
today he did not think it would be 
wise to put the American hostages 
held in Iran on trial. “It is the trial 
of the United States which is 
important, not of individuals," he 
told a press conference. 

Questioned about proposals to 
try the 53 Americans held since 
the U.S. embassy was seized last 
Nov. 4. he said: “I don’t think the 
question of a trial is seriously set 
forth. Obviously some people 
have talked about it, but per- 
sonally. I don’t think it is a wise 
idea.” 

Mr. Qotbzadeh made dear that 
he did not envisage a tribunal to 
assess U.S. involvement in Iran 
but the release of data which the 
U.S. government itself possessed. 

“If this information bad been 
exposed fully, without prejudice, 
obviously we would have been in a 
much better shape. At least we 
would have dealt with the real 
cause and probably the problem 
would have been solved by now,” 
be said. 

When a reporter said that even 
if the U.S. published a full expose 
of its actions in Iran, the militants 
holding the hostages would still 


continue to demand the extrad- 
ition of the former Shah, Mr. 
Qotbzadeh said be would persist 
in his view. 

He also insisted his views were 
closest to those of Ayatollah 
RiihoUah Khomeini, leader of the 
Iranian revolution, whose full 
authority the militants invoke. As 
a token of his perseverance, the 
foreign minister declared : “ I 
fought against the regime of the 
Shah for 25 years. I never gave 
up.” 

As for the militants’ claim to be 
acting on the wishes of Ayatollah 
Khomeini, he said: “The claim is 
mine. I am more in line with the 
ideas and ideals of the Imam than 
anybody else.” 

Mr. Qotbzadeh was speaking to 
reporters the day after an inter- 
national conference sponsored by 
the Iranian government strongly 
condemned the U.S. for inter- 
vening in Iran's internal affairs 
for the post 27 years. 

He praised the presence at the 
conference, in defiance of a U.S.

D AMASCLTS — It’s com- 
monplace for male residents and 
visitors to Damascus to treat 
themselves to a genuine Turkish 
bath. However, in nearly three 
years of residence here, this repor- 
ter had been frustrated in attempt- 
ing to locate a hammam for 
women. 

A Scottish woman who has lived 
in Damascus for 20 years had 
likewise searched to no avail for 
the rumoured hammam for 
women, only to be told that this or 
that old bath-house for women 
had been closed. With the help of 
a Finnish friend from the Ltaited 
Nations, the elusive and 
exclusively-for-women Hammam 
AJ Warda (Rose Bath) was 
located this week. 

The taxi took us into Suq 
Sarouja. then turned down a non- 
descript alley and we stopped in 
front of an ancient building 
marked by a sign in Arabic. 

The women proprietors didn't 
seem surprised to see four western 
women enter the hammam. which 
is the oldest bath-house in Old 
Damascus. The Arabic sign states 
it has been a bath since 8 A.H. The 
site has probably always housed a 
bath, but the existing structure 
dates to the Ottoman period. 

The entry room was lighted by a 
domed ceiling with circular win- 
dow panes. On the northern side 
of the room was a diwan in which 
patrons disrobe, then wrap a towel 
around themselves and pick up a 
■plastic water container. 

A peculiar pathway 

Eager to see the actual bathing 
room, this towel-dad reporter" 
proceeded ahead of the group and 
walked out one of two doors. I was 
surprised to find myself in a small 
alley. Looking up. I could discern 
windows and thought it peculiar 
that the path to the hammam 
would be so public. At this point. I 
became aware of a commotion of 
excited Arabic phrases being 
shouted at me. I turned to see one 
of the proprietesses frantically 
motioning me to return. I had 
walked out the back exit of the 
hammam. 

Amidst much laughter over 
error, we entered a steaming tiled 
room with domed ceiling. We 
passed from it into a even larger 
domed and tiled room, where the 
moist heat at first seemed unbear- 
able. 


A group of Arab women rang- 
ing in age from tots to a 
grandmother were grouped on 
tiled ledges. Their bathing and 
chatter stopped as they observed 
the foreigners walking in their 
midst. We were led to a smaller 
tiled room adjoining the main 
bath. 

Here, we gathered around a 
fountain and began to dip our 
bowls into the warm water and 
pour it over our heads. Sham- 
pooing the hair was the first 
ritual— the steam makes h neces- 
sary to wash the hair. At no time 
did we use soap: we were told (in 
Arabic) that we must first make 
the skin "ripe” by continuously 
pouring warm water over our 
bodies. 

After 15 minutes of the “ripen- 
ing” process, the Arab equivalent 
of a masse usse, the mukaissa, 
entered our cubicle. She was dad 
only in a sarong-like skin, her face 
was tattooed and we later learned 
she was a Palestinian who had 
been forced to leave her home citv 
in 194S. 

We had been advised on what to 
bring to the hammam: a large 
towel to wrap around ourselves 
and for drying, a smaller towel for 
sitting on the wet tiled floor and 
our own kies hammam. The latter 
is a special black glove made of an 
abrasive fabric which the 
mukaissa rubs over every part of 
the body and face to remove an 
unbelieveable amount of dead 
skin. 

Return to childhood 

The mukaissa spent a minimum 
of 15 minutes on each person as 
she massaged the dead skin off the 
body. The excess skin peels off 
painlessly, and the process doesn't 
affect a newly acquired sun tan. 
When the mukaissa was through 
with each of us, our skin felt soft 
and smooth as a baby's and we flet 
mentally and physically relaxed 
from the massage. 

For a westerner, the experience 
of a hammam is unique. It was as if 
we had suddenly returned to 
carefree childhood as we twisted 
and turned in the warm water like 
baby seals. For two hours, 
appointments, chores and work, 
were forgotten as we gathered 
around the fountain, talked and 
ceaselessly doused ourselves with 
water. 

The four of us were casual 
acquaintances, yet we were bath- 
ing together and; surprisingly, we 
weren't self-conscious over being 
unclothed. Inhibitions were gone. 


False eyelashes came off; one's 
facial flaws were no longer 
camouflaged by make-up or the 
beautician's coiffure. 

Once the physical artifices were 
eliminated, so too were the inhib- 
itions. Conversations turned to 
humour then personal 
viewpoints— it was like group 
therapy without paying S50 an 
hour to a licensed psychiatric 
group leader. A sense of fel- 
lowship had somehow enveloped 
us. Businessmen are missing a 
good bet if they don’t take poten- 
tial clients to a hammam. 

By this time, the Arab women in 
the main bathing room had 
become accustomed to our intru- 
sion. The grandmother began 
beating a pulsating rhythm on a 
brass water container. Two or 
three young girls jumped in front 
of the central fountain and began 
dancing to the rhythms. A 
member of our group also started 
dancing and we joined in. 

Like sisters 

Miraculously, the hammam 
took on the atmosphere of 18th 


century painters’ versions of Mid- 
dle Eastern harems. A woman 
attendant brought the Arab bath- 
ers’ trays of tea, bread, and font. 
They, in mm, offered us part of 
their repast. 

The heat and the lack of oxygen 
in die steaming rooms brought us 
back to the reality of schedules to 
be met outside this time capsule 
that had transported us to another 
age. As we left the main bathing 
room, the cool air was doubly . 
refreshing. 

Once outside in the sun- 
drenched streets of the Old City, 
we four, who had been relative 
strangers two hours previously, 
felt like sisters. The immediate 
and unanimous question was 
“When do we do it again?” a date 
was set. 

The total cost of the bath and 
massage was S.L. II ($3.75). For 
the information of interested 
Damascene or Amman women 
readers wishing to visit Hammam 
A1 Warda, its telephone number is 
224-509.

World press condemns West Bank bo 



EDITOR 'S NOTE: Following are excerpts from editorials of leading 
newspapers around the world commenting on Monday's car bomb 
attacks on the Israeli-occupied West Bank in which Nablus Mayor 
Bassam Al Shak'a and Ramallah Mayor Karim Khalafwere crippled, 
and Al Bireh Mayor Ibrahim Taw'd narrowly escaped a similar fate. 

China accused the Israeli government of being responsible for . 

the bomb attacks. 

The official People's Daily said in a commentary: “These mur- 
derous acts were apparently a calculated plot.” It said the bombings 
were "another grave provocation" brought about by the Israeli 
authorities following their expulsion four weeks ago of Hebron 
Mayor Fahd Qawasmi, Halhoul Mayor Mohammad Milhem and 
Hebron Chief Judge Sheikh Rajab Al Tamimi. 

“To maintain its rule and its bankrupt policy, the Begin gov- 
ernment has resorted to expulsion and deliberate murder of the 
Palestinian leaders, attempting by means of terror to force the Pales- 
tinian inhabitants to leave their homeland and annex Palestine for 
ever,” the paper said. 

“However, these perverse acts can nevef save the Begin gov- 
ernment from its doom,” it said. l 

The People's Daily said the “stubbornness of the Israeli 
authorities'.' was the main obstacle to a solution of the Palestinian 
problem. Mr.Begin's government not only refused to withdraw from 
unlawfully occupied Arab land but was building more settlements on 
the West Bank, it said.

under the Begin government. 

Critics argued that Mr. Begin 
bad consistently shown leniency to 
extreme groups such as the Gush 
Emunim movement which 
believes in mass Jewish settlement 
on occupied Arab land. 

In the interview Mr. Bar-Lev 
ruefully recalled that it was a 
former Labour government which 
allowed the Gush Emunim in 
1974 to succeed in defying the law 
by establishing a prohibited set- 
tlement on occupied land. 

Mr. Bar-Lev pledged that a 
future Labour government 
“ would take all steps to prevent 
such illegal activity.” 

In the early days of Gush 
Emunim, its current leader, the 
Rabbi Moshe Levinger proc- 
laimed: '‘The Jewish national 
renaissance is more important 
than democracy. Democracy can 
no more vote away Zionism, 
immigration and settlement than 
it can vote that people should stop 
breathing.” 

After the car bomb attacks this 
week, the Gush Emunim leader. 
Rabbi Moshe Levinger, told 
Reuters: “I understand the feel- 
ings of those who did it.” 

This was a sentiment frequently 
echoed last week among residents 
of Kiryat Arba. 

The Peace Now movement, a 
group favouring a conciliatory pol- 
icy towards Palestinians, 
demanded the disarming of all 
Gush Emunim followers who now 
are liberally stocked with weapons 


in their settlement armouries. The 
movement also demanded impos- 
ition of a curfew in all Gush 
Emunim settlements. 

Visitors to Kiryat Arba during 
the week saw there was no curfew 
and were told there had been no 
mass interrogations or searches of 
the kind normally carried out in 
Arab areas after disturbances. 
Official sources claimed inves- 
tigations were being carried out 
quietly by security services. 

One leader of Peace Now, Mr. 
Omri Padan, said that if private 
armies were not stamped out “the 
day is not far off when Jews will 
fire at each other.” 

This fear was reiterated editor- 
ially in the English-language 
Jerusalem Post. Noting the Israeli 
government's preoccupation with 
settling Jews in the West Bank, the 
paper said: “ Although they man- 
ifestly acted strictly on their own, 
the Monday morning bombers 
were in effect seeking to enforce in 
their own maniacal way, what is 
essentially government policy.” 

The Post noted a warning by 
one pro-government politician 
that the next targets could be gov- 
ernment ministers including Mr. 
Begin himself. “For Arab ter- 
rorism is a simple security threat.” 
the editorial said. “Jewish ter- 
rorism is subversion and a rebel- 
lion against the state itself." 

Another Jerusalem Post writer, 
Mr. Meir Merhav. said that 
extremist Jewish settlement 
groups consider themselves 
superior, morally and ideolog- 
ically. to the government and to 
the law. 


“Their settlements are breeding 
grounds for the underground and 
they are only a step from turning 
upon the state and government 
that nurtured them, Mr. Merhav 
wrote.

THE 1980 EXPEDITION at 
Tell Brak in northeastern 
Syria has been completed, 
and archaeologists Dr. David 
Oates, Dr. Joan Oates and Dr. 
Thomas Holland are pleased 
with the results. 

Dr. Oates, a professor at 
the London institute ot 
Archaeology, says he is now 
certain that the gigantic 
mound of Tell Brak is actu- 
ally five or six tells which 
slowly grew together over 
the millennia. 

“The mound, which is 
equal in size to Nineveh, 
rises 45 metres above the 
plain,” Dr. Oates stated. 
“We're now at levels dating 
before 4,000 B.C.. and we 
have 20 more metres of habi- 
tation strata to go.” 

This season's dig yielded 
important information per- 
taining to the early third mil- 
lennium B.C., the Early 
Dynastic period. Among the 
more curious objects reco- 
vered were six dockets - 
identifying markers bearing 
seal impressions which had 
been attached by string to 
jars. The dockets, which date 
to 2.600 B.C.. were punched 
with holes representing 
numbers, and they bore 
archaic scenes. 

The archaeologists also 
recovered a pot of a style 
known to have been used 
from before 4.000 B.C. to the 
Obeid period of the third mil- 
lennium. It is egg-shaped 
and has two spouts on each 
shoulder, and two hints as to 
its possible purpose are 
given by two other finds: a 
bronze strainer probably 
used to strain beer and a seal 
impression of two men sea- 
ted on stools facing each 
other and drinking through 
straws from a double- 
spouted container. 

Dr. Holland, of Oxford and 
London Universities, dug 
this season in an eastern 
section of Tell Brak which 
heretofore has not been 
excavated. The “Step 
Trench,” as he termed his 
excavation area, rep- 
resented a habitation sequ- 
ence from Ur III at the top, 
down to Early Dynastic 1. His 
achievement this year was 


.systematically to go through 
five metres of deposits rang- 
ing from 3,000 to 2,200 B.C. 

Archaeologists wouldn't 
be happy without historical 
problems and there have 
been many at Tell Brak. 
which first gained world 
fame in the 1930s when it 
was excavated by Prof. Max 
Mallow an and his 'mystery 
writer wife. Dame Agatha 
Christie. One of the prob- 
lems is a 500-year gap in the 
record of settlement in file 
palace area. The massice 
mudbrick buildings simply 
lack materials dating to the 
period of ca. 3000-2500 B.C. 
Why? Dr. Oates theorises 
that when it was time to build 
new public structures, the 
inhabitants used the equi- 
valent of modern-day 
bulldozers and shaved off 
sections of the mound (rep-- 
resenting 500 years) to erect 
new buildings on top of the 
old foundations. 

Another mystery to the 
archaeologists is a pit some 
one and a half metres deep 
which yielded more than 800 
terracotta triangular “bul- 
lets”. The question of their 
purpose fascinates the 
archaeologists — as does 
that of why they were so 
carefully deposited. The 
team is now in London 
■analysing materials which 
will, it is hoped establish the 
importance of Tell Brak dur- 
ing the fifth to the third mil- 
lennia B.C. northern Syria. 


A PRELIMINARY CON- 
FERENCE on the forth- 
coming July Seminar for 
Arab Women and Arab 
Women Journalists has 
taken place in the Damascus 
Centre of Information 
Studies.

Ambassador Giorgio 
Giacomolli. On the occa- 
sion of Italy's Constitution 
Day, the ambassador and his 
Spanish wife. Ana, officially 
said farewell to more than 
500 Damascenes in the gar- 
den of their residence. 

Italy holds two dis- 
tinctions: it is the seat of 
western culture and of the 
Catholic Church. Hence, the 
guests included the direc- 
tors of Syria's National 
Museum and the Damascus 
Music Conservatory, and an 
impressive number of Syrian 
artists. Religious leaders 
bidding farewell to the 
ambassador included the 
Mufti of the Syrian Arab 
Republic Sheikh Ahmad 
Kaftaro; Msgr. Maximos 
Hakim, patriarch of the 
Greek Catholic Church; 
Msgr. Joseph Mounayer, 
archbishop of the Syro- 
Catholic Church; S.S. 
Agfiwtatfous Yacoub III, 
patriarch of Antioch and the 
Middle East; and Msgr. 
Paul Coursa, archbishop 
and viciare patriarchal of the 
American-Catholic Church 
of Damascus. 

Dr. Simone Dummar, 

director of the Italian Hos- 
pital of Damascus, and Mr. 
Jom Gorelov, counsellor 
of the European Economic 
Commission office in 
Damascus, chatted with the 
ambassador's executive 
assistant, Ms. Clara Maria 
Montenegro, about the 
National Day fete of Italy. Ms. 
Montenegro explained that 
the independence celeb- 
ration of the establishment 
of Rome as the capital of 
united Italy occurred first in 
1817. Constitution Day was 
traditionally celebrated on 
the first Sunday of June until 
after World War H. when it 
was celebrated June 2. How- 
ever, due to the current 
austerity policy, the holiday 
has been returned to the first 
Sunday in June so that the 
people will not miss a work- 
ing day. 

Mr. Giacomelli, who holds 
a degree in law from Padua 
University, has been ambas- 
sador to Syria since Sep- 


tember 1976. He holds the 
distinction of having been 
the youngest man ever to 
receive an Italian ambas- 
sadorship when he was 
nominated to serve as 
ambassador to Somalia in 
1973. A sportsman (horse- 
rider and hunter), he has 
supported the arts in Syria; 
his lovely, model-thin wife 
has been one of the best- 
dressed women in Damas- 
cus. The young set has also 
expressed sadness over the 
departure of son Sandro, 
13, a lively redhead who 
speaks English with an 
American accent, and 
daughter Rosana, 11 . in 
Rome, the ambassador will 
serve as deputy director of 
the immigration department 
of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, and word has it that 
in a few months he will be 
appointed director.

U.S. unemployment soars to 7.8 % 

WASHINGTON, June 6 (R) - The U.S. unemployment rate shot 
up to 7.8 per cent in May from 7 per cent in April, the second 
consecutive sharp monthly increase, the government reported 
today. . 

At the same time, it said, wholesale prices rose during the 
month by only 0.3 per cent, the smallest increase in nearly three 
years. In April, they went up 0.5 per cent and the price index is 
now 1 3.3 per cent above its level of a year ago. 

The new statistics provided further evidence that the U.S. 
economy is in the throes of what many economists believe is the 
second worst recession in the post-war period. 

The Labour Department said the number of people holding 
jobs declined by 166,000 to 96.99 million. By the government’s 
calculations, some 900,000 more persons were out of work in May 
than in April as unemployment totalled 8.1 million of the work 
force. In April, 7.2 million were unemployed. . 

The slowing in the rate of wholesale price increases followed a 
pattern that began a few months ago when it became apparent 
that the economy was in a decline. The 0.3 per cent increase in 
May was the smallest since a 0.2 per cent rise in September 1977. 

According to the Labour Department, energy prices at the 
wholesale level increased last month by 0.8 per cent, far less than 
Hi any recent month. Food edged up slightly after a sharp decline 
in April. 

The unemployment rate increase appeared to reflect aliuge 
drop in new housing construction, as well as in auto production as 
U.S. manufacturers continue a switchover to more fuel-efficient 
cars. 

The huge rise 'm unemployment was sure to be seized upon by 
President Carter’s critics as another sign that his economic 
policies are not working. On the other hand, the slowing in 
wholesale prices will be used by the White House to argue that his 
war on inflation in succeeding. 

Earlier this year, inflation hit a record annual rate of over 18 per 
cent, but in April it was running at an 11.6 per cent annual rate, 
according to the consumer price index. 

‘Invisibles' improve Britain’s trade position 

LONDON, June (AP) — Britain moved into a stronger trading 
position in the first three months of this year, showing a surplus of 
£398 million on the total balance of payments, the Trade 
Department said yesterday. 

The figure, contradicting official estimates that the trade pos-' 
ition would get worse, compared with a deficit of £30 million in 
die previous quarter. 

The overall improvement was almost entirely due to a surplus 
of £306 million on “invisible" earnings from banking, shipping 
and tourism, and to a surplus on capital movements which 
reflected the strength of sterling. 

: American average income rises 8.5% 

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP) - More than 2,000 Americans 
reported earning a million U.S. dollars or more last year, accord- 
ing to the Internal Revenue Service, (IRS) the federal agency 
assigned to levy and collect Americans’ taxes. 

The number of millionaires — 2,092 according to rRS pre- 
liminary estimates — was up from the 1,776 persons in this categ- 
ory a year earlier. The income figures reflect earnings after 
exemptions. 

The income of the U.S. population advanced from an average 
of $13,372 in 1977 to $14,508 in 1978, for an 8.5 per cent 
increase- 

The data was contained in a preliminary report of income tax 
returns filed last year for tax year 1978. 


Economic aid starts to encourage Lebanon 


RIYADH — Long awaited Arab 
and international aid is finally 
beginning to move Lebanon’s 
way, injecting sorely needed cash 
into its reconstruction and 
development efforL 

For the Lebanese, the Arab aid 
in particular is a deeply important 
sign of confidence in their coun- 
try’s shattered political economy, 
still suffering in the aftermath of 
the 1975-1976 civil war. 

Last November at the 10th 
summit conference in Tunisia, 
Arab countries pledged Lebanon 
$2 billion over the next five years, 
or $400 million a year. The con- 
tributors were Saudi Arabia, 28.5 
per cent. Kuwait 15.7 per cent, 
Iraq and Libya 15 per cent each, 
the UAE 11 per cent, Algeria 
seven per cent, and Qatar 1.5 per 
cent. 

In March, Iraq paid the first 
installment of $19.8 million. The 
.Emirates followed on April 10 
with $45 million, its entire share 
for the year, according to an offi- 
cial announcement in Beirut. 

So far, these are the only coun- 
tries to have transferred their 
promised contributions. Lebanon 
is expecting installments from the 
rest over the next few months. 

The Lebanese government is 
also waiting for the promised early 
return of a World Bank team 
which visited Lebanon in March to 
study reconstruction lending. In 
1977, the bank signed a $50 mil- 
lion project loan with Lebanon, 
but this was frozen after renewed ' 
violence broke out in the summer 
of 1978. 

The March World Bank talks on 
Lebanon’s reconstruction needs, 
with everyone from Presiden t 
Elias Sarkis and Prime Minister 
Salim Hoss to ministers and senior 
officials, focussed on two options. 

First, the talks centered on at 
least starting the fiscal flow for 
reconstruction projects agreed 
under the 1977 loan. The bank’s 
team assured Lebanese officials 
that it would ease the inflationary 
cost increase of implementation 
over the three-year gap. 

The talks went further to 
involve new aid, particularly 
under the Lebanese Recon- 
struction and Development 
Council's (RDC) integrated plan 
to revive the country’s public sec- 
tors. 

The original agreement called 
for the rebuilding of three of 
Beirut port’s main docks, which 
were completely destroyed during 
the war. Fresh talks with the 
ministry of water and hyd- 
roelectric resources also con- 
sidered a plan for the port’s 


rehabilitation, complete with the 
latest equipment, to make it one of 
the Mediterranean’s best. 

The ministry sought the World 
Bank’s advice on drinking water 
supply projects for Beirut and 

other major cities- For south 
Lebanon's Litani river project, 
which the World Bank helped to 
start, Lebanese officials were anx- 
ious to resume discussions to 
speed it up. 

In southern Lebanon, officials 
sought bank financing to study a 
possible rainwater storage dam for 
agriculture. Nonb Lebanon's 
Amshit highway needs additional 
funding for completion. 

Other areas studied with senior 
RDC officials were the repair, 
improvement and expansion of 
Lebanon’s communications and 
telecommunications networks and 
manpower development, with 
emphasis on vocational and 
techno-industrial training under 
an RDC plan. 

Lebanon received a boost from . 
the United Nations' Economic 
and Social Council (Ecosoc), 
which appealed to all gov- 
ernments to contribute to Leba- 
non's reconstruction and 
development. The unopposed 
U.N. resolution also called for the 
organisation ' 5 own agencies to 


help as much as possible. Sec- 
retary General Kurt Waldheim 
has been asked to continue 
mobilising the U.N. on Lebanon’s 
benefit. 

Later, a joint delegation from 
the U.N.’s Food and Agricultural 
Organisation and its Develop- 
ment Fund (UNDF) met senior 
Lebanese officialSi^-discu^a SI 5 
million aid package for theT8,000 
farmers badly affected by the war. 

The three year package aims to 
give them cooperative loans, 
improve the packaging of apples, 
and boost dairy production by 
importing more cows and goats as 
well as develop new agricultural 
areas. The team which will seek 
long-term loans and technical aid 
from official and specialised agen- 
cies will submit a final report to 
the Lebanese government and 
UNDF in June. 

Earlier, the Saudi Press Agency 
reported that the Islamic 
Development Bank has granted 
Lebanon a 15-year, interest-free 
$9.75 million loan for school sci- 
ence teaching. 

Although it is pinning great 
hope on the Arab and inter- 
national aid, the Lebanese gov- 
ernment has also made use of the 
country's commercial banks. Last 
year they lent it LL1 billion (S325 
million) thanks to huge surplus 


liquidity, which sew the banks', 
total deposits rise LL4 billion 
from the end of 1978 to LL18 bil- 
lion at the end of last year. 

The economic outlook is not all 
one of gloom. Imports in .1979 
rose to value LL6 billion against 
1 .1.5.1 billion in 1978. Exports 
more than doubled to LL4.2 bil- 
lion last year over LL2 billion in 
1978. These official figures 
exdude the considerable blade 
market of smuggled goods and 
others using illegal ports. 

Customs revenues increased 34 
per cent to LL682 mDHon last year 
but again would have been sub- 
stantially higher without the black 
markeL 

Offi dally registered industrial 
exports, however, leapt up to 
value 1X1*263 million last year 
over LL7 7 million in 1978. 
Agricultural exports rose LL15 
million to LL135 million last year. 

Beirut airport notched up a 10 
per cent increase in the number of 
passengers it handled to reach one 
million. Beirut port, however, was 
last year visited by 2,257 ships, 
which unloaded 2,374,000 tons of 
goods while shipping out only 
about 228,000 tons.

East did well to hold up 
the king of dubs one round in 
case declarer held a double- 
ton. He would have done 
even- better had he derided to 
think about the hand as a 
whole before playing to the 
first trick. 

Obviously, the club suit in 
dummy posed a serious 
threat. It was equally ap- 
parent that entries to dum- 
my were not exactly plen- 
tiful. East had the ace of 
hearts over the king, and he- 
could hold up the king of 
dubs for one round to pre- 
vent declarer from running 
that suit. The only possible 
entry card was the jack of 
spades. Therefore, East 
should have retained the 
king of spades in case it was 
needed to neutralize the jack. 

Not only would East have 
defeated the contract had he 
played a low spade to the 
first trick, his play wouldn’t 
even have cost a trick. No 
matter which card East 
chose to play, declarer was 
destined to get two spade 
tricks.

Moscow expects 250 M0 Olympic visitors 

MOSCOW, June 6 (AP) — An official in the Moscow mayors 

office said yesterday that Soviet authorities still expect about 

250.000 foreigners to visit the city during the Olympic Games. 
Mr. Mikhail Brufc, an aide to Mayor Vladimir Promyslov, made 

the statement to “clarify" an estimate by Promyslov earlier in the 
day that predicted only 100,000 foreigners total — 75,000 tourists 
and 25,000 athletes and officials — would be in the city during the 
games. 

Mr. Bruk made the clarification after it was pointed out to him 
that Soviet Olympic officials had been predicting all along that" 

250.000 to 300,000 foreigners would flood the city during the 
games. Mr. Bruk said that Mr. Promyslov had meant to say that 
there would be about 75,000 foreign tourists in the city at any one 
time. 

Mr. Promyslov spoke at a news conference yesterday where he 
also called U.S. President Jimmy Carter's boy con drive "a com- 
plete failure.” He said 85 countries have officially said they would 
participate in the games and that Soviet Olympic officials still are 
awaiting replies from 26 other countries. 

Manchester tennis results 

MANCHESTER, June 6 (AP) - Top seeded Sue Barker of 
Britain defeated Joanne Russell of the United States 7-5, 6-2 in 
75 minutes today to move into the women's singles final of the 
$20,000 Greater Manchester grass court tennis tournament at 
Didsbuiy. 

The defending champion meets British No. 3 Anne Hobbs in 
Saturday's final. Hobbs crushed another American, Jane Strat- 
ton, 6-1, 6-0 in the other semifinal. 

In the first of the outstanding men's quarterfinals No. 4 seed 
John Yadri --tipped as a Wimbledon outsider— was surprisingly 
'beaten 6-4, 3-6, 6-1 by fellow American Brian Teacher. 

Tourist Trophy race cfaims third death 

DOUGLAS, Isle of Man, June 6 (R)-- Briton Roger Corbett 
today became the third rider to die in this year’s Tourist Trophy 
(IT) motor cycle races here. 

Corbett crashed in the main event of the meeting, the classic 
TT. ^He died in hospital after being taken from the course by 
helicopter. Two other Britons died earlier in the week and today’s 
tragedy brought the number of riders killed on the Isle of Man TT 
course to 128. 


Davis-Watt lightweight title bout today 

GLASGOW. Scotland, June 6 (R) — Four years ago the prospect 
of a World Boxing Council (WBC) lightweight title fight between 
champion Jim Watt of Scotland and American Howard Davis 
tomorrow night would have been inconceivable. 

For just at the time Davis, then 20, was winning the Olympic 
title in Montreal and earning the title of “Boxer of the Games," 
Watt was contemplating retirement in Glasgow. 

As British champion he had enjoyed a successful domestic 
career, but he believed that at the age of 28 the time had come to 
quit the ring and enjoy the gentler occupation of running his car 
sales business. Now be is sharing the spotlight in the world's 
richest-ever lightweight contest. 

It was a change of manager that so dramatically altered the 
course of Wart's life. Under the guidance of Terry Lawless he won 
the European title in 1977 and the vacant WBC crown in April of 
last year against Colombian Alfredo Pitalua. 

With two successful defences later, he enters the ring here 
tomorrow for a purse estimated to be in the region of £400,000. 
Including worldwide television sponsorship and andliaries, 
tomorrow's fight will gross £1,300,000— a staggering sum in the 
lightweight division. 

Wan, normally the most unassuming of men, found himself 
caught up in a pre-fight verbal brawl when Davis said “you can cut 
off both my arms, both my legs, blindfold me, and put a cigarette 
in my mouth and TU still win.” 

Watt snapped back after training today, saying “he's talking 
plenty but what he has been saying is provocative rubbish. Davis 
has been asked to do something which is beyond him. It is the first 
time he has fought outside the United States as a professional and 
he is meeting the best fighter be has ever faced." 

Trying to take the heat out of the ugly situation which has 
developed here, Davis' manager Dennis Rappaport praised Watt 
today as a worthy champion. “He is a credit to boxing and Scot- 
land and a great example for the youth of the world. But he is not 
very quick and 1 just can't see him beating Howard to the punch." 

“A mood is being created by both die Wan camp and the media 
to induce hysteria. But 1 think when Davis becomes world champ- 
ion there is sufficient interest in Scotland forme to bring him back 
to fight anyone but a Scot." Rappaport added. 

In the other corner Lawless, naturally, disagrees. He said, 
“ Davis has quality but he has a few strange habits, like turning his 
. head away when he is on the ropes. That could be fatal against 
Jim.” 

Wart has lost seven bouts in his 43-fight pro career, but is 
undefeated since 1976. Davis has won all 13 of his professional 
contests, five of them by knockout. _____

WASHINGTON, June 6 (Agencies) - U.S. 
Senator Edward Kennedy, emerging from a 
lengthy White House meeting yesterday with 
President Jimmy Carter, declared he has 


“every intention" of continuing his uphill 
battle to wrest the Democratic Party’s pres- 
idential nomination from the Incumbent. 


Mr. Kennedy told reporters that 
At. Carter did not ask bim to 
withdraw from the presidential 
ace. “1 have every intention of 
on turning in this campaign," the 
Massachusetts Democrat said. 

Asked whether he bad "a 
irayer” in taking the nomination 
tway from Mr. Carter, Mr. Ken- 
ledy replied, “More than a 
irayer.” 

He refused to discuss what the 
resident said to him in their Oval 
>ffice meeting, at which no aides 
>ere present. The senator also 
: fused to say whether he would 
jpport Mr. Carter if the pres- 
lent, as expected, wins the party's 
omination. 

President Carter later said the 
wo men still don't agree on how 
>est to present their differences to 
he voters. 

Mr. Carter talking with repor- 


ters a few minutes after Mr. Ken- 
nedy left, said “ the difference that 
remains primarily” is that Mr. 
Kennedy wants a debate on the 
issues and the president believes 
that best place to air those issues is 
before the Democratic national 
convention’s platform committee. 

Mr. Carter was asked if the con- 
tinuing fight will endanger his 
chances in the autumn. He con- 
ceded: "The longer it takes, the 
more difficult it will be." but 
expressed confidence that he will 
win m November. 

Before yesterday's visit, the two 
men had not met in at least a year, 
when Mr. Kennedy broke with 
Mr. Carter over the extent of 
national health insurance prog- 
rammes the two were promoting. 

Mr. Carter, who wants to avoid

The former president, a 
longtime political rival of Mr. 
Reagan, said he suggested to the 
former California governor, the 
virtually certain nominee of the 
Republican Party, that former 
secretary of state Henry Kissinger 
could also help in the Reagan 
campaign. 

Responding to questions. Mr. 
Ford said he had changed his mind 
since he said earlier this year that 
he didn't think Mr. Reagan could 
be elected, president because he 
was too conservative. 

"I thought there was a problem 
of Governor Reagan being 
elected. But 1 can just as firmly say 
today that I think Ron Reagan can 
be elected president,” Mr. Ford 
said.' 

Asked \tyhat changed his mind, 
Mr. Ford cited two things: “First, 
he's shown he's a pretty good 
vote-getrer in a few primaries 
around the countiy. And the 
economic policies of the Carter 
administration are a disaster. 
They are s catastrophe and they're 
going to get worse.” 


Kenya boycotts summit 
on crisis-ridden Uganda 


ARUSHA, Tanzania, June 6 
(R)— Sudanese President Jaafar 
Numeiri and the chairman of 
Uganda's ruling military com- 
mission Mr. Paulo Muwanga met 
today with Tanzanian President 
Julius Nyerere for talks on crisis- 
ridden Uganda. 

The summit, called by Sudan, 
has been boycotted by Kenyan 
President Daniel Arap Moi 
because, according to highly - 
placed sources. Dr. Nyerere could 
not agree to pre-conditions Mr. 
Moi had put on his attendance. 

One was that ex-president God- 
frey Binaisa, who was overthrown 
three week ago by the military 
commission, should be released 
from house arrest in his Ugandan 
state house, where he is being 
guarded by Tanzanian troops. 

The other was that Uganda's 
first post-Idi Amin president, Mr. 
Yusufu Lule, should be invited to 
take part in the summit. 

Mr. Moi, in a radio announce- 
ment last night, said the situation 
in Uganda made the summit inop- 
portune and he would not attend. 


Vance raps Carter’s decision to 


defer consideration of SALT II

VASHINGTON, June 6 (R) - 
; omer U.S. secretary of state 
lyrus Vance said yesterday that 
Resident Carter's shelving of the 
»ALT n treaty was a bad mistake. 

In an address to Harvard Uni- 
versity graduates, his first speech 
j nee resigning, he also criticised 
K>ticies espoused by advisers to 
Republican presidential candidate 
vfr. Ronald Reagan. 

Mr. Vance focussed on SALT 
I, the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty which President Carter and 
ioviet President Leonid Brezhnev 
.igned a year ago in Vienna. Last 
lanuary, Mr. Carter asked the 
Senate to defer consideration of 
he treaty because of the Soviet 
ntervention in Afghanistan. 

“Neither that aggression nor 
Jje fact that it is a political year are - 
sufficient grounds for a failure to 
act in our own national interests,'’ * 
Mr. Vance said. “It is far too easy 
si an election year to let what may. 
«eem smart politics produce bad 
policies.” 

Mr. Vance said SALT n was“af 
the very heart of a sensible and 
far-seeing American foreign pol- 
icy” and failure to ratify it would 
in future be looked back on as a 
profound mistake. 

Despite the current strained 
U.S.-Soviet relations, he said: “It 
s not too late. It may soon be. I 
relieve that the Senate must move 

ratify the SALT II treaty before 
he end of this year” Carter 
idzmnistzatiou officials have said 
he treaty was virtually dead for 
his year. 

The speech broke five weeks of 
public silence by Mr. Vance, who 
-esigned in protest against Pres- 
cient Carter's decision to try a 
nilitary .rescue of the Americans 
leld hostage in Iran since Nov. 4. 


The theme of his speech was 
U.S. foreign policy goals for the 
next ten years, and he said: "It is 
time to set and stick to basic goals. 
Neither we nor the world can 
afford an American foreign policy 
which is hostage to the emotions 
of the moment .” 

The former secretary of state, 
who next week will return to his 
Waif Street law practice, strongly 
criticised Mr. Reagan, who is 
assured of being the Republican 
presidential nominee. 

Mr. Vance attacked what he 
described as “dangerous fallacies 
and myths” held by some on fore- 
ign policy. Without naming Mr. 
Reagan, the target of his remarks 
was clear. 

Underlying the “fallacies," he 
said, was a “dangerous new nos- 


talgia” for earlier days when the 
world was more orderly and the 
United States alone could pre- 
serve that order. “Yesterday's 
answers will not provide tomor- 
row's solutions.” Mr. Vance said. 

“The new nostalgia leads to 
simplistic solutions and go- 
it-alone illusions, diverting our 
energies from the struggle to 
shape change in constructive 
directions,” he said. “It is self- 
indulgent nonsense, bound to lead 
us into error, if not disaster,” he 
added. 

The first fallacy, be said, was 
that a single strategy or master 
plan would provide answers to 
every foreign policy issue, an 
apparent reference to those 
advocating a return to a limited 
cold war. 



Spain jolted by Giscard’s proposal 
to limit immediate EEC expansion 


MADRID, June 6 ( R) ~ A proposal bv French 
President Valery Giscard d’Estaing to limit 
immediate expansion of the European Common 
Market provoked shock and indignation tod_yin 
Spain, which is a candidate for EEC membership. 

President Giscard d'Estaing said in Paris yes- 
terday that new members should not be allowed to 
join until what he called problems by the last 
admissions were resolved. 

Britain, Ireland and Denmark joined the orig- 
inal six Market members in 1 973 and Greece is 
due to become the tenth member next year. Spain 
and Portugal are negotiating membership. 

Spain's minister for relations wich the EEC, Mr. 
Leopoldo Calvo Sotelo, said he w'as surprised by 
the statement and accused the French president of 
creating false and unreal problems. 

“This accumulation of problems of which Mr. 
Giscard speaks seems to me to be absolutely 
unreal. Our country does not create budgetary 
problems, as in the case of the United Kingdom... 
f do not see problems relative to wine and 
tomatoes." 

European diplomatic sources in Paris said the 
president's remarks appeared aimed at Spain and 
Portugal, whose fruit and vegetable farmers 
would provide stiff competition for the powerful 


French farm community. 

The French president said: “Discussions over 
the past months have made apparent that certain 
new countries are not completely integrated, 
because they have asked to be excused from meet- 
ing part of their obligations.” The EEC has just 
agreed to a large cut in Britain's budget con- 
tributions. but not before a tough and acrimonious 
debate. 

Spanish politicians of all parties joined Mr. 
Calvo Sotelo in rejecting Mr. Giscard d’Estaing’s 
arguments and most accused him of seeking votes 
for next year’s presidential election. 

In Lisbon, the state radio reported that Por- 
tuguese President Antonio Ramalho Eanes told a 
press conference in Oslo, where he was on a state 
visit, that Mr. Giscard cTEstaing's remarks did not 
cover Portugal. 

In Madrid, Mr. Igancio Camcnas, chairman of 
the parliamentary foreign affairs committee, said 
he expected “an -abundance of statements of this 
kind for electoral reasons.” 

Socialist deputy Bergilio Zapatero described 
Mr. Giscard cTEstaing's statements as a “clumsy 
electoral manoeuvre" which Spanish diplomacy 
ought to neutralise by representations to tire other 
eight members.

African university reseracher Dr. 
Renfrew Christie was sentenced 
to ten years' imprisonment today 
on charges of terrorism after 
South Africa's first nuclear spy 
trial. 

Dr. Christie, 30, was arrested 
on Oct. 23 in Cape Town soon 
after returning to South Africa 
after completing a doctorate at 
Oxford University in England.

European Parliament: Better luck next ye

STRASBOURG, France 
A year after its election, 
the European Parliament 
has little to show save one 
much-vaunted victory 
which is rapidly fading. 


While many of the 410 deputies 
still have the air of Euro- 
confidence which brought them to 
Strasbourg after the elections in 
the nine Common Market nations 
in June 1979, they are hard-- 
pressed to point to concrete 
achievements. 

Persuasion by a charismatic 
Dutch Socialist. Mr. Piet Dankert. 
produced a rare combination of 
interests last December which led 
the assembly to reject the Com- 
munity's 1980 budget by 288 
votes to 64. 

The parliament wanted a brake 
on agricultural spending and more 
for regional, social and other 
funds. Even the disproport- 
ionately strong pro-farm lobby 
saw that its interests were furth- 
ered by putting off the day when 
the apparently inexorable growth 
in the agriculture fund burst 
through the EEC spending ceiling. 

Other deputies wanted to 
demonstrate to EEC ministers 
that the newly-elected parliament 
meant to extend its powers. But 
none realised that there would still 
be no budget by the summer, 
resulting in a cash crisis. 

A resolution passed last month 
appeared to be a major about-turn 
by a parliament which had lost the 
momentum of December's vote. It 
appealed to the EEC ministerial 
council for a speedy settlement of 
the issue and suggested that the 
controversial farm price guaran- 
tee section, some 66 per cent of ail 
spending, could be bigger than the 
one m the budget it threw out. 

In a debate on farm prices last 
March, the parliament almost 
approved a 7.9 per cent farm price 
rise which would have made the 
farm fund even bigger.

Only on the budget does the 
parliament have real power. In 
some areas, such as expansion of 
the Community to include 
Greece, Spain and Portugal, it is 
not even consulted. 

Much of the world's awareness 
of the parliament in the last year 
has centred on Iran, where it 
called for consideration of a break 
in relations, and the Moscow 
Olympics, on which it plumped 
squarely for a boycott. 

The assembly has no formal 
power whatever. It can urge EEC 
ministers to take up issues but 
there is no evidence that they heed 
the assembly. 

Mr. Hans Nord, a Dutch Liberal 
member who served in the pre- 
vious parliament as secretary- 
general, its chief administrator, 
says the malaise of the parliament 
reflects the problems of the Com- 
mon Market as a whole. 

“ When things are going badly in 
the Community, you notice it 
more here where discussions are 
held in public,” he said. “ When we 
overcome the present Community 
crises, that will lead to a new vit- 
ality which will be reflected in the 
parliament and should strengthen 
its position further.”
